Week and a large num ber of local cit­ 
izens took the time to visit our schools, 
plus the fact that I ran across a very 
re'reshing article in the Sunday Dallas 
Morning News by a Dr Max Rafferty on 
education, we will devote this space to 
the subject. 
We are not sure who this Dr. Raf­ 
ferty is or how he ranks in the education 
circles but after reading his article we 
would vote for him for something or 
other 
Whoever he is, he is qualified 
enough for his views to be carried in 
the Los Angeles Times and the Dallas 
Morning News so we would suspect that 
he is worth listening to. Besides, I like 
what he has to say and that qualifies 
him for me and you will just have to 
judge for yourself. 
Dr. Rafferty is of the opinion that it 
is time to weed out some of the obnoxious 
weeds 
which 
m asquerade 
as 
sweet- 
smelling violets in the garden of e d u c a ­ 
tion. 
Among 
the 
pious 
platitudes 
an d 
corny cliches that should be weeded a c ­ 
cording to the Doctor are some that he 
says are very dear to some members 
of his profession. 
The first of these is that "Education 
has become too important to be left any 
longer to the states and to the local 
school districts. The energizing influence 
and infinitely richer resources of the fed­ 
eral government must be brought in­ 
creasing into the educational picture. 


Dr. Rafferty says that in the long 
run 
this just boils down to this: 
Big 
Brother wants Junior. And the younger 
the better. ' 
He says that local grassroots e d u ­ 
cation needs to be energized, modernized 
and personalized but it does not need 
to be subsidized, nepotized and zombie- 
lzed, at least not by Uncle Sam in his 
favorite Great Society role as Mr, 
Fix-it. 


The second thing he says that needs 
to be weeded out is that "A racially in­ 
tegrated school is a better school than 
a segregated school.' 
Dr. Rafferty b e ­ 
lieves that this is not necessarily so. If 
two sc h o o l are equal in everything else 
then the integrated school would be the 
better but otherwise a bad school is still 
b a d and a good school is still good. 
He goes on to knock down another 
pet theory that 
The school exists to 
make a child an adjusted, accepted m em ­ 
ber of his peer group " 
’ Nope, 
he says, 
As I've said some­ 
where before, the school exists to make 
him learned Period '' 
And the fourth one is one that we 
have heard a little of in this area, The 
solution to present day school problems 
lies in constructing 
huge, 
elaborately 
planned educational parks or plazas in 
centralized locations and bussing the 
children to them from miles aw ay.'' 


"Certainly. That is. if you want your 
kids to go to school in a far-off ed u ca­ 
tional factory w here they will be school­ 
ed scientifically by trained a n d kindly 
experts without any ignorant, bumbling 
interference from little old you ' the man 
says. 
"But,' he goes on, "If you are carp­ 
ingly smallminded enough to want Susie 
to aet her school.ng where you can have 
some kind of a say in what that school­ 
ing is going to be - 
if you hanker to 
visit the teacher once in a while, or even 
if you just want to be able to get hold 
of Susie fast in case of an emergency — 
then you'd better hang onto your hum ­ 
drum little neighborhood school desipte 
the fact that it's rapidly getting to be a 
naughty word in some sociological cir­ 


cles." 
"And if o re of our educational bur­ 
eaucrats, 
reslendently sent am ong 
us 
from his Washington superiors to con­ 
vert the heathen out in the hinterland, 
tells you with that air of insufferable con­ 
descension which is the bad g e an d hall­ 
mark of his tribe that the neighborhood 
school is relatively inefficient compared 
to his precious educational 
plaza " In­ 
form him that a democracy is relatively 
inefficient, too, compared to any well-run 
ant hill beehive or Hitlerian dictator­ 


ship." 
"Then,'' the Doctor concludes.
